G.S.R 438(E). —Whereas certain draft rules further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 was 
published, as required by sub-section (1) of Section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), at 
pages l to 3 in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i) dated the 17th September, 2001, under the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare (Department of Health), number G.S.R. 
667 (E). dated the 17th September. 2001 inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
before the expiry a period of sixty days from the date on which the copies ofthc said Gazette containing the said notification, 
were made available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on the 19th September, 2001. 

And whereas objections and suggestions received from the public within the specified period on the said draft 
rules have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 23 of the said Act, the Central Government, after 
consultation with the Central Conunittce For Food Standard, hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration Rules. 1955, namely:— 
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1 (l) These rules may be called the Prevention of hood Adulteration (4th Amendment) Rules, 2002 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of them final publication m the Official Gazette. 

2. In Prevention ofFood Adulteration Rules, 1955, in Appendix *B\— 

(a) for item A.08.03, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“ A.08.03 Coffee—Chicory Mixture means the product prepared by mixing roasted and ground coffee 
and roasted and ground chicory and shall be in a sound, dry and dust free condition with no rancid or abnoxious 
flavour. It shall be in the form of a free flowing powder having the colour, taste and flavour characteristic of 
cufiee—chicory powder. Ii shall be free from any i input hies and snail not contain any other added substance. The 
coffee content in the mixture shall not be less than 51 per cent by mass. The percentage of coffee and chicory used 
shall be marked on the label as provided in clause (i) of sub-rule (A) of rule 42. 


It shall conform to the following standards, namely :— 


(i) 

Moisture 

Not more than 5.0 per cent. 

(ii) 

Total ash on dry basis 

Not more than 7.50 per cent 

(iii) 

Acid insoluble ash on dry basis 

Not more than 0.6 per cent. 

(iv) 

Caffeine content on’dry basis 

Not less than 0.6 per cent. 

(v) 

Aqueous extracts 

Not more than 50 per cent," 


(b) for item A.08,05, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 


"A.08.05 — Instant Coffee - Chicory Mixture means the product manufactured from roasted and ground 
coffee and roasted and ground chicory. It shall be in sound dry and dust free condition with no rancid or 
abnoxious flavour. It shall be in the form of a free flowing powder or shall be in the agglomerated (granules) form 
having the colour taste and flavour characteristics of coffee chicory powder. It shall be free from any impurities 
and shall not contain any other added substance. The coffee content in the mixture shall not be less than 51 per 
cent by mass on dry basis. The percentage of coffee and chicory used shall be marked on the label as provided in 
clause (ii) of sub-rule (A) of rule 42, 


It shall conform to the following standards, namely: 

(i) Moisture 

(ii) Total Ash on dry basis 

(iii) Acid insoluble ash on dry basis 
(rv) Caffeine (anhydrous) on dry basis. 

(v) Solubility in boiling water. 

(vi) Solubility in cold water at 16 ± 2° C 

(c) in Item A. 19 clause (vi) shall be deleted 


Not more than 4.0 per cent. 

Not more than 10.0 per cent. 

Not more than 0.6 per cent. 

Not less than 1 .4 per cent 

Dissolves readily in 30 seconds with moderate stirring 
Soluble with moderate stirring in 3 minutes.";
